N.B.—Please read to the Members of your Chapter at your April Meeting—On so important 
a matter, it would be better to allow your representative at the Annual Meeting, to cast your vote 
according to her judgment, after hearing the arguments and addresses which will be given on the 
clauses of the resolutions to be submitted. I have been asked to prepare the following explanation 
for the benefit of the Chapters in their consideration of the Memorial Resolution issued on January 
15th, and of the additional Clause 5, which is being sent you now. . 


THe NATIONAL EpuCATIONAL SECRETARY, 


On January 15th, the National Executive issued the first resolution ve a National 
War Memorial which was moved by Mrs. P. D. Crerar, of Hamilton, and seconded by 
Mrs. Niven, of London, and carried unanimously at the Meeting of the Executive on 
Wednesday, December 4th. In a matter of such keen interest to every Member of the 
Order, the issuing of the resolution at so early a date, was a wise precaution on the part of 
the Executive. It has been considered by most of the Chapters at their Annual Meetings 
and suggestions have reached the Executive which are of great value. An amendment to 
Clause 1 of the original resolution has been sent in by the Laurentian Chapter, of Ottawa, 
and this also is being sent you. The Members of the Executive feel that the suggestions 
of the original resolution, and of Clause 5 also, can be easily carried out, if the Chapters 
unite with even a small percentage of the degree of enthusiasm with which they have sup- 
ported financially the work of other organizations during the war. For it is a matter of 
comment, that while the Daughters of the Empire have raised enormous sums of money for 
war purposes, very little of it has been distributed in the name of their own organization. 
Now that the war is over, the very existence of the Order depends upon having a policy 
of its own and carrying out that policy with unanimity of purpose and with enthusiasm. 


The aims and objects of our organization clearly define our line of work. We can 
find a place of unparalleled usefulness in the educational, or rather, let us use the word 
patriotic-policy outlined in our War Memorial resolutions. We feel that Clause 1 has not 
conveyed our meaning. It is not the intention of the Clause that the chair or lecture- 
ship should be established in any one university—but that it should be a course of lectures 
given in the leading Universities of Canada each year, the place and subject of the lectures 
to be chosen by a Committee of University men and representatives of the 1.0.D.E. 


The Lectures will be called the Daughters of the Empire Memorial Lectures. The 
subject will be some phase of current Imperial History, and the lecturers chosen will be 
men of out-standing authority on the particular subject of their lectures. 


The Lectures will afterwards be printed, and will be as you can readily see, a valuable 
contribution to the literature of the time. They will be available for institutions and 
organizations for courses of study, and in this respect will be of especial help to the 
Chapters of the Order. 


On every book will be printed ‘‘ Daughters of the Empire Memorial Lectures, in 
memory of the gallant Canadian men and women who laid down their lives in the Great 
War, 1914-1919,” or similar wording. Thus, throughout all the years to come—each year 
the attention of the Canadian people will be drawn to the sacrifices of our glorious dead ; 
(1) By the name of the lectures. (2) By the visit to Canada of a great man. (3) By 
the publication of a volume of lectures of importance in moulding public opinion on 
questions related to the Empire, and (4) by placing within the reach of all organizations a 
course of study that will have the immediate effect of promoting a closer bond of union 
between the members and the other parts of the Empire. 


$100,000 will be set aside for this purpose as an Endowment Fund. 
What Chapter would refuse $100 for so splendid a Memorial ? 


Clauses 2, 3 and 4 are agreed upon by all the Chapters. Memorial cards will be 
placed upon all of the pictures. The lectures will be called the I. O. D. E. Memorial 
Lectures. Every book will have a memorial label, and if a Chapter wished, the name of 
a person written in. This work will become more and more provincial in character and 
the money donated for it spent upon schools within the Chapters’ own province. It is 
being planned to have the Provincial Chapters assume responsibility for the distribution of 
libraries, etc. in order to (1) decentralize the work, (2) to avoid maintaining an expensive 
central distributing bureau. . 


Clause 5 has been added to meet the wishes of many of the Chapters, that our memor- 
ial should include some assistance to the child who has been deprived of a father’s care by 
reason of the war, and to cover as much of the ground outlined in the Laurentian resolu- 
tion as we feel we can reasonably do. The question of the secondary education of the 
child will be discussed at the annual meeting, but at present is not a part of the War 
Memorial Resolution. 


To January 1st, 1919, the census taken of children affected shows that there are :—

This number will undoubtedly be added to in the immediate years. 


In Ontario, the Alumni of Toronto University is launching a campaign for $275,000 
for scholarships for returned soldiers and soldiers’ dependents, and it was felt by the 
Executive, that there should be as little duplication of effort as possible. This is the 
reason for the proviso attached to Clause 5. It would be necessary to raise an 
additional fund for this purpose, but not necessarily an endowment fund. It could be 
financed on a yearly budget scheme. 


There is also an excellent suggestion for Provincial Memorials in the nature of 
Travelling Fellowships, and to the Provincial Chapters we might suggest that such 
memorials could be undertaken in the near future naming them after a distinguished son 
of the province who has fallen in the war. 


Let us summarize the suggestions for our War Memorial :— 


1. Daughters of the Empire Memorial Lectures. An Endowment Fund of 
$100,000. 


2. War Memorial Pictures (pictures unframed). $25,000 for this purpose, not to 
be raised for at least one to two years, as pictures would have to be repro- 
duced which takes considerable time. 


3. Libraries and Lectures—yearly estimate as hitherto, $75,000. 


4. Scholarships for War Orphans. Ona yearly estimate or an endowment fund, 
either using only interest, or using up capital each year. As the amount 
needed for this work would vary from year to year, a committee on finance 
would have to advise as to the best course of procedure. 


The amounts for 2 and 3 are approximately amounts only. 
We would thus have a worthy Memorial. 


The Lecture Foundation and the Memorial Fellowships would be the permanent 
features. They would be of inestimable value in promoting Imperial Unity, the cause for 
which our men and women made the supreme sacrifice. 


The pictorial record of Canada’s part in the war, the teaching of British Ideals and 
Institutions to the children of Canada, will perpetuate the ideals of courage and devotion to 
duty, characteristic of our brave men and women and keep constantly before them the part 
Canada has taken in the great war. The care of those who have been entrusted to us by 
carrying out the resolution embodied in Clause 5 shall be a task in which we will all 
delight to share.
